1. In pursuance of the Director's request that there be submitted a 
report by 24 September 1952 on steps which can be undertaken to improve the 
indexing, translation, and exploitation of documents containing useful 
information on Communist China, the following assignments were to 
for their respective offices by Mr. Nordbeck, State 1 fe, and 25X1A 
Mr. Bagnall, FOD, at a meeting held this date: 


&. OCD and FDD ~- to investigate and identify all Chinese 
literature in the U. 5., whether overt or covert in origin, dealing 
with Communist China (including location, nature and scope, present 
status of material, value, etc.) 


b. State Department ~- to report on nature and status of material 
already available abroad and sources for such material on Communist 
China Mi og. State Department's translation projects at Hong Kong and 
Taipei}. 

c. OCD -- to recommend an indexing system for Chinese Comsunist 
literature, whether overt or covert origin. 


d. FDD -- to identify and recommend the use of such facilities, 
whether governmental or otherwise, open to intelligence for the 
translation of Chinese documents on Colamunist China. 


€. FDD -- to review reports developed under a. and b. and 
recommend additional facilities, if any, required to provide ade- 
‘quate exploitation of the material. 


2. In developing reports on the foregoing the action office is 
requested to seek the advice and assistance of those offices in whatever 
agency of the Government having a contribution to make or interest to 


express.

3- It is requested that the office representatives be prepared to 
discuss their respective reports at a meeting to be held in my office on 
18 September 1952 at 1400.
